Losses of nearly $10,000,000, were 
incurred by shareholders and mem- 
bers of the associated companies in 
the stock market debacle, and mem- 
bers of the London stock exchange 
have formed a pool of $5,000,000, to 
discharge the obligations to forcign 
creditors,

Daniels, and with Hatry himself 
they face 52 separate charges. Sir

Policy is ‘Needed for 


Dominion

But in 1921, he observed, in 
days of adversity for the system, Lib- 
eral members had been critical, Two 
years ago, the Conservative leader 
continued, Liberal members had voted 
in the house of commons against a 
Conservative amendment for fair 
treatment to returned soldiers.

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THE UNSOLVED PROBLEM 


Grain shipments from Vancouver up 
to the middle of the month totalled only 
18,048,229 bushels, more than one-third, 
but less than one-half the amount shipped 
during the corresponding period last year. 
With more than ten million bushels in the 
elevators there, and nearly another mil- 
lion bushels en route, less than two and a 
half millions were booked for export be- 
fore the close of this month. 

Monthly reports have shown that ex- 
port from Vancouver has been heavier in 
proportion than from Montreal. Making 
allowance for the short crop, the infer- 
ence is that the grain rush has not really 
“let go” yet. As a good many of the Van- 
couver shipments have been destined for 
the Orient, European buyers and Cana- 
dian holders have evidently failed as yet 
to reconcile their ideas as to what wheat 
is worth—and likely to be worth. 


OTHER DOMINIONS REFUSE 


India, Australia and South Africa have 
declined to take part in the negotiations 
under the League of Nations for a five- 
year “truce” in tariff-making. Canada 
apparently has not registered an official 
objection. But Canadians have done a 
good deal of thinking on the subject, and 
there is not much room for doubt that 
they are of the same mind as the people 
of these other Dominions. 

The United States is not a member of 
the League, and would not be bound by 
any tariff-making truce. That country is 
actually engaged in putting through a new 
tariff bill, the purpose of which is to ex- 
clude Canadian products, to what extent 
remains to be seen. That Canada would, 
in these circumstances, pledge itself to 


make no changes in its tariff during the | 
next five years is about as improbable as | 


anything the League is likely to have put 
before it. 


WHY A FLAT RATE?

But he has to pay the 
Same per quarter for his telephone, wheth- 
er he uses it once per day or incessantly, 
or does not use it at all. If his house is 
shut up for a month, and the phone out of 
use, he gets no reduction on that account. 
The tireless talker pays no more 
monopolizing a segment of the telephone 
System than the neighbor who seldom 
makes or receives a call. 

That does not look like a fair deal to 
the “small user.’ Whether it has any di-

THREE O'CLOCK FATIGUE 


rs investing Ladysmith is expected | 


I am convinced that our modern commercial system makes it necessary 
for the average person to work too many hours a day, but I do not know of 
any kind of work performed by those doing manual! labor or brain work which 
can be responsible for what is commonly called “three o'clock fatigue”. Un- 
doubtedly, most people do feel tired at about this time 
in the afternoon, but I am sure there is only one prin- 
cipal reason for this and that is the wrong kind of 
juncheon. Over-eating at the noon hour, eating bad 
mixtures of food, eating too rapidly, or not resting for 
& while after luncheon, is responsible almost wholly for 
that dejected, toxic feeling, which so many have all dur- 
ing the afternoon 

It is true that a rest at three or four o'clock, with 
a cup of coffee, a glass of malted milk, Ovaltine or 
Coca Cola may prove helpful in finishing the day's 

FFroet MeCar work. This is not so much because of the rest but be- 
cause of the stimulation afforded by these drinks. Necessity for such sttmu- 
lation could be avoided if a well balanced luncheon were used each day. 

Even a heavy breakfast does not seem to interfere very much wtih phys!- | 
cal or mental activities during the morning. This is probably because we seem 


to have a od deal of stored-up¢- — - - - 
energy fro! night’s rest and are, 
therefore, able to digest a more or less; 
“bad” breakfast without noticing the 
depressing effect. But as the bodily 
energy seems to be naturally lower 
during the afternoon, it is unwise to 
burden the body with excesses of food 
either to please the appetite or be- 
cause of the mistaken notion that the 
body requires food in order to do the 
afternoon's work. 

You, who have been complaining 
about being so tired in the afternoon 
will do well to try my suggestion for 
a few days using a light luncheon such 
as a glass or orange juice, a combina- 
tion salad. or one or two cooked, non- 
starchy vegetables with a salad. Many 
will find that an exclusive fruit lun- 
cheon will be quite satisfactory. If 
fruit is taken, use only one kind at e 
time, and eat as much as desired

with the brain, or with the hand 
Stop talking about overwork and aft- 
ernoon fatigue until you have tried 
the light. wholesome luncheons I have 
suggested.

First and foremost ts the 
study of human behavior; and since 
psychology is the central science con- 
cerned with the motives and mechan- 
ism that men live by. psychology may 
well occupy that dome of the struc- 
ture. But you can't separate man's 
mind from his body, nor his moral 
from his legal or his economic or his 

litical or his intimate personal be- 
havior, Students don't bring thei: 
minds to school and leave the rest of 
their personalities at home, Indus- 
tries may advertise for hands, but 
would be a ae if the appli- 
cants came without heads, and the 
worker jis ever more important than 
the work, 

Mental fitness is a big part of hu- 
man welfare. The vast amount of 
mental disability compels attention. 
Phychology underlies human rela- 
tion an pee undertakes to 
make disab! minds able, and men- 
tal hygiene attempts to keep minds 
well and make well minds more effi- 
cient. The day of the piecemeal view 
of human personality is gone. The 
doctor and the lawyer, the Judge and 
the social worker, the political and 
moral reformer and the spiritual ad- 
viser of whatever faith and tradition 
must all share the human-welfare ap- 
proach, and each minister to a total 
personality. 

It’s all in the pr of @ progres- 
sive view of the direction of human 
affairs. All it needs is broadcasting 
from every station in the land. Hu- 
man welfare is the obvious next step 
in advancing human relations, That 
doesn't mean that the millenium ts 
just around the corner nor that hu- 
man nature is going to take a leap 
upward, and the ills and deficits of 
humanity fade away; {t means only 
that we are going to capitalize the in- 
creasing insight of the specialties and 
focus the searchlight upon the im- 
provement of mankind.

The deceased was last seen 
alive at 12.15 am., when he was talk- 
ing to friends in the corridor, just 
outside his room, He was then in 
good health and was laughing and 
talking with other students, 

When found the body was lying on 
the right side with the knees drawn 
up at right angles to the body, which 
was [frozen solid. 

There is no suspicion of foul] play, 
but the broken chair forms the germ 
of a mystery. Kelly is known to have 
been subject to epileptic fits, but he

her jaws fractured in two places and

According to the story given to in-

Sleigh Frozen 

Paradis was using his team and 
sleigh to drag a heavy truck belonging 
to one Holowach out of the ditch on 
the road, where It was deeply rutted 
and frozen. 

It is alleged by Onuchka, driver of 
the car, and another passenger, John 
Pysyk, of Star, that the team was on 
the wrong side of the road, facing in 
the direction from which the auto was 
approaching. Owing to the fact that 
there is a curve in the road here, 
Onuchka did not see the team until 
he was almost immediately on it. He 
tried to pull the car over to the other 
side of the road but the wheels were 
locked in the ruts. The heavy, s‘eel-

Exports Decline—Imports Increase

ted in value to $1,251,000,000 for the 
twelve months ending November, 1929, 
are about $120,000 000 less than those

months, and the decrezsed export 


| trade in cattle and dairy products, are | 


responsible for a reduction of about 
30 per cent. in the value of farm pro- 
ducts exported during 19 '. as com- 
pared with 1928.

Improvement Apparent in Great 
Britain 


Indutry in Great Britain has 
shown this year the most permanent 
umprovement in recent years. The 
steel and coa) industries are in a 
sounder position, though they are not 
yet employed at ful! capacity. While 
no real improvement is to be noted in! 
the textile group, except in artificial 
Silk, the outlook is for slightly better 
conditions. The metal trrdes have 
wade some progress.
